The Bieck Hand “ terror hangs over the 
Chicago Italian colony again. 

The police learned yesterday that Antonino 
Lumia, 40 Gault court, a jeweler and watch- 
maker, is threatened with the kidnaping of 
his son it he does not deliver $800 tonight 
at 8 o'clock at a stated place. Lumia’s son, 
Luigi, 1 11 years old. 

Lumia reported to Inspector Anson Back- 
us, in command of the Chicago avenue dis- 
trict, that he had. received two threatening 
letters, each signed with a black band. 

One of these letters, which he received 
last Monday, was marked “ last warning.” 
The missives were written in Italian. 


Text of the Threat. 

The first one, translated, reads as follows: 

We demand that you take $800 in American 
money and next week on Thursday, April 8, go 
ever Chicago avenue to Halsted street and then 
walk north over the bridge. Do not look behind 
you. If yeu do, it will be at your peril. Have 
the money wrapped in a newspaper, When you 
reach Hooker street, drpp it. Then turn and 
return to your bome quickly, the same way you 
came. If you fail te do as we tell you, your 
boy will be taken and you will wish you had 
obeyed our demand. 

ACI HAND SOCIETY. 

The second letter in substance is nearly 
the same as the first. 

Luigi Lumia attends the Adams school, 
Townsend and Chicago avenues, and since 
his father has received the letters de bas 
been accompanied to and from scbool ¢ach 
day by his father or mother. He stays in the 
schoolroom at recess, and at noon he eats 
bis luncheon in the principal's office. 

After school hours he is kept in his home 
under the eyes of his parents. He told the 
police that he had seen two men following 
him several times to and from school and his 
parents are afraid that they were members 
of the band demanding the money. 


Becalle Significant Visit. 

Lamia said last night that he had received 
several letters last fall demanding money 
under penalty of hie life, but he paid ne at- 
tention to them. 

He told the police he did not guapect any 

one in particular and in fact was at a loss 
to account for any one sending him threaten- 
ing letters. 
Several times there have been mysterious 
looking Italians in his store under the pre- 
tense of looking at goods. One of them a 
‘Remember the vendettse 
in Naples five years ago,” and then left the 
place. Lumia seid he did not know what 
the words meant, although he was a mem- 
ber of a society in Italy at that time. 

Detectives will be gent to Lumia's home 
tonight and will watch the residence in 
order to prevent any attack on his family or 
attempt to damage his home.

Some Forced Indorsements. 


In some of the wards the indorsement is a 
forced one. The recommendation gtwen Mr.

Chicago policemen were hande@ an April 
fool joke by the street car and elevated rall- 
road companies yesterday, an order going 


partment are deprived of riding free unless 
in full uniform. 

Incidentally it means that the city will have 
to pay to the street car and elevated railroad 
companies about. 850,000 a year for books 
that will be issued to detectives, plain 
clothes officers, and other members of the 
force who are exempt from wearing uni- 
forms. About 1,000 of these books are to be 
issued to the department, each book con- 
talüimg 100 rides and being supposed to last 
the holder one month. The books are to be 
paid for by the city, and those who have fig- 
ured the matter out say that between $4,000 
and $5,000 a month will be handed over to 
the companies. 

Heretofore the street car and elevated com- 
panies have carried detectives and plein 
clothes men on their star. Uniformed men 
were accorded the same privilege. Under 
the new system, however, only'the uniformed 
men will be allowed to ride free. The de- 
tective will have to present his book from 
which a fare wir be taken, or else pay his 
fare the same as any ordinéry citizen. 


Policemen Off Duty Must Pay. 

The policeman againat whdm: the order is 
particularly aimed is the uniformed patrol- 
man, who when off duty rode on his tar in 
plain clothes. Hereafter this individual, and 
ail other members of the department who are 
not favored with a book, will be compelled to 
ride in uniform or produce the nickel. 

The new books are issued through the 
office of the 4 45 guperintendent Sergeant 
Ernest Mue being in charge df the trans- 
portation bureau. Books were distributed as 
follows: One hundred and twenty-eight at 
the Eighth division headquarters: 192 at the 
> Twelfth’ district headquarters: and 200 to 
precinct stations where lieutenants are in 
charge. The chiefs office, detective bureau. 
and office of the assistant chief were well 
equipped, bringing the total number of books 
up to about 1,000. 


Many Officers Without Books, 

Inspector John Wheeler, in command of 
the second division, found that. he was 
without a book for himself after he had dia- 
tributed the sixteen sent him for his plain 
clothes men. None of the lieutenants or 
9 at the Harrison street station will 

be given books. Any street car riding they 
may do in the future will have to be ia un- 
form if they wish to save the nickel.

Indianapolis, Ind., April - 1.—[Special.]—

Soon after the committee dvrganized Bimer 
Bassett of Shelbyville said there were many 
reports in circulation of attempts to buy the 
votes of delegates by inducing them to give 
proxies and Jeave-for their homes. . Chair- 

man Hayes followed this with a statement 
that a delegate whom he knew had been of- 
fered $50 by, one ot the candidates for gov- 
ernor for his vote. He said variogs sume 
were being paid, one man getting $5, another 


$22.50, and another $50. Mr. Gamble of the i 


committee said he knew of $50 having been 
‘offered to a Vigo county man. 

A resolution was adopted by the commbait- 
tee requiring each county delegation to sup- 
ply vacancies by @ majority vote. This 
actiom was reduced to a rule, and will be re- 
ported to the convention. 


Tariff Handled Cautiously.

It is from the gran- 
row that the great officers of the court and 
of the royal household aie almost exclusively 
selected. A grandee and a “ grandesse ” 
are daily im attendance on the king and queen 
as chamberlain and as lady in waiting.

In 
other cases the titles have passed through 
the female line to other families, and the 
consequence is that although the original 
title exists the 8 of the bear- 
ers are different from those upon whom they 
were originally bestowed.

of Queen Wilhelmina and of her husband

Advices received frgm outside markets indicate 
that the high prices for dreased meats have re- 
sulted in a restricted consumptive demand, end 
supplies are not absorbed as readily as they were 
when prices were lower. This has been reflected in 
less vigorous buying of cattle by shippers and has 
given packers better control over the prices. 

Mutton trade also has shown some falling off, 
and the indifference shown by shippers in the sheep 
market was largely responsible for the break.
